VIOLATORS OF 


WRIGHT ACT TO 
~SERVETERMSIN,: 
COUNTRY JAILS}: 


SACRAMENTO, Nov. 28.—Violators 
of the California Prohibition en- 
‘| forcement law cannot be sentenced 
to state penitentiaries and any per- 
sons now serving prison terms for 
liquor offenses are entitled to free- 
dom, according to a decision hand- 
ed down today by the Third District 
Court of Appeals. 

Acting on a habeas corpus action 
filed by O. N. Humphrey, recently 
cently sentenced to prison by the Su- | 
Derior Court of Sacramento county 
for a se¢ond violation of the Wright 
act, the Appelate Court held that 
such an offense must be construed 
a8 a misdemeanor, since there is no 
legal authority for declaring it a fel- 
ony. 

The Wright Act said the court 
merely adopts the penal provisions 
of the Volstead Act which make @ 
first liquor offense punishable by @ 
maximum fine of $1000 
months imprisonment ‘and subse- 
‘Vauent’ offenses punishable by a fine 
of $2000 and five years confinement: 
“Neither the Wright “Act nor the 
Volstead Act contain provisiifs as 
to the place of confinenient,” declar- 
bad the court. :

$50,000 Return of 


Former. Secretary 
Asked by Board 


SACRAMENTO, Nov. 28—Formal 
demand was made yesterday by the 
state board of reclamation on Peter 
R. Gadd, its former secretary, for 
the return of $49,000 in warrants to 
reclamation district No. 1001. .The 
demand is preliminary to a civil 
action: which the state board said 
should be brought against Gadd, 
either by the trustees of the recla- 
mation district or by landowners.
